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 The Maryland Nurses Association (MNA) supports Senate Bill 380 – Public Health – 

Emergency and Allergy Treatment Program – Nurse Practitioners.   The bill will support youth 

camps in ensuring the health and safety of their campers. 

 

 Under current law, youth camps may obtain a Department of Health certificate to 

obtain auto-injectable epinephrine to use in cases of emergency allergic reactions.  To obtain 

the certificate, youth camps must meet requirements set by the Maryland Department of 

Health.    Youth camps can then obtain auto-injectable epinephrine by prescription from a 

physician but not from a nurse practitioner.   This limitation is both outdated and impractical.   

Nurse practitioners are often the consulting provider to youth camps.  The bill proposes to 

revise the law to recognize nurse practitioners may also prescribe auto-injectable epinephrine 

to youth camps with Department of Health certificates.
